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I was told by some people that,well, that noney is already
spent; that's not | i ke having noney in the bank, it's al ready
spent. | would like to ask any of you here in the room, does

anybody have a dollar in their pocket that isn't already spent’>
And wheri you think about the house payrrents you' ve got

car paynents you' ve got and the gas you're going to have to buy
and the tuition, what's the difference, |adies and gentlenmen?
Not hing. Sure, it's already spent. It's budgeted. wouldn't it
be nice to have a budget comng in so that you could always have
$2.00 in your pocket and never have to worry about spending it?
In the case of the university, $70 million on a daily basis.
I'm going to share that with you because that. .you know, if
you' ve got a $2.5 mllion problemor a million dol I'ar probl em or
a $600, 000 probl emor even a $50,000 problem it's hard for you
to imagine that that poney that was devel oped from whatever
source, tuitions, fromhospital rates that the people will have
to pay at the university, $43.00 a day nore, if you can inagine
that when they decide to spend that $43 nmillion which we just
routinely let them spend, knowing full well it wouldn't take
general noney so that's okay, comes out of sonebody el se's hide,
that's fine. They' ve got 70 million bucks in the bank, 5 |0t of
ot her agenci es have that kind of noney as well. Some of the
other agencies' budgets do fluctuate considerably but not the
university's. It stays at about that much and been as high as

al most 90 on occasi on. It would seemto nme that there is room
here in those funds burning the pockets of the university. ou
know, if t hi swere just invested at 5 percent, they would have
enough noney, if they just used the interest one year, 5 pay
for the building without ever having to tal k about ot her sources
of funds at all. So | do have problens with the budget process.
And | have to admit | get alittle frustrated when anybody,
whoever it is, a nmenber of 'the Appropriations comittee, or
anyone else, say, well, you don't understand. Yeah, we

understand and | think that"s one of our problens and ore
nore of us on the floor are beginning to question, you [;nnow wh
peopl e refuse to hel p us understand these kinds of problens ang
why the Legislature is nade the goat when something doesn't
happen right when people have this nuch nmoney burning up their

pocket.
